Scents as Scents, ſor the Privities have no ſmel- 
Iing, and the ſenſe of ſmelling doth not reach fo 
far ; but the quality by which it 15 well or ill, 1s 
occul:, and not to be explained, and not to be 
feparated from the Odors.

Organ of Smelling, and the Braia with it. 

This 1s by the Nerves and Arteries : for the 
Heart 1s preſently refreſhed with a ſweet Scent, 
becauſe it preſently pierceth into it being ſpiri- 
tual, and there is a preat conſent of the womb 
with the Brain and the Smelling, as is ſeen by 
the tryal of Barregneſs, by a Fuine from XZippo- 
Crates. 

But we muſt obſerve, that ſweet Scents are 
acceptable to all wombs, and ſtinks are not, but 
the ſame Symptoms are not in all women from 
them ; for they who have a womb of a good 
Conſtitution with no evil humors in 1t, endure 
ſweet things well, and delight in them, but they 
who are unclean hate ſweet things, and often 
fall into fits by them, becauſe while the womb is 
delighted with that ſweet and hidden Quality 
with which it hath a peculiar Sympathy, the evil 
humors that lie in the womb ( eſpecially if there 
be any corruption from Seed ) and the Seed al- 
ſo are ſtirred, and when the Spirits flie up, they 
take the bad Humors with them, and ſend bad 
Vapors to the Hearg which cauſe Suffocation, 
and other Symptoms, But when the ſame Scents 
are put to the Privities, the womb is refreſhed 
with them, and the Spirits are quiet, or moye 
to the Scents. And ſo the humors ( if there be, 
any ) are ſtill, or elſe move downward. But 
ſtinks on the contrary, by reaſon of their Anti- 
pathv with the womb, are yoided by the Spirits, 
and fo the humors move downwards, and often 
there 15 an Abortion thereby.

In ſome they begin at twelve, and they are 
very hu{tful commonly, and of ſhorter lives :

And in ſome they ſtop betore fiſty, 
according to the yariery of Nature and Diet. 

Nature doth not ſend forth eyery day what is 
gathered, but ftates till the plenty offends, and 
doth only once in a month, otherwiſe it would 
be Hlthy and unpleaſant, and hinder Concep- 
tion, Nor do they flow at ane time in all ex. 
a{tly, bur there are twenty rwo daies, or at molt 
thirty between the purgings. - 

In ſonre they laſt three daies, which was nſu- 
al in the time of Hippocrates, In ſome tour or 
five, or more, as their Liver ts greatery or theac 
Diet ts higher or lower. 

Flippocrates ſaith, They ſhould bleed but a 
pint and half, or two pints : this is not alike in 
all, but differs in reſpect of Age and Diet. 

As for the Quality, it muſt not be too thick 
not too thin, but of. a middle Subſtance, withon: 
ſcent, of a red colour, yellower in Cholerick 
perſons, In Melancholick, black, Inbleg- 

* matick, whiter,'and it auuſt flow without any 
great Symptom. 

The paſſages are the Veins of the womb, be. 
mg doublefrom the donble branch on both ades 
it, the Spermatick and Hypogaſtrick, that they 
may evacuate ſuperfluities from all parts.

Writers diſagree about this. Some fay tt is 
bad in quantity and quality, and renemous by 
the effets, as making Ivory obſcure, and in- 
fefing Looking-glaſſes, corrupting Wine, by a 
Vapor ſrom the body of the woman that hat}; 
her flowers. 

Others ſay they offend only in plenty : for if 
it were venemous, it could not be a whole 
month in the body, and it could not form the 
Child, nor would Nature make Milk of it. 

Therefore Menſtrual blood only offends in 
quantity, and not in any manifeſt or hidden 
quality. Bur' it hath ſtrange qualities when 1t 
15 mixed with bad humors, or 1s kept too long 
in the body to be corrupted, and cauſe great 
Symptoms : but this is when it is mixed with 
bad Humors, or is out of its Veſſels, and ſo

Some famous Phytitians and Anatomiſts ſay 
there is a Hymen, which 1s the ſ1gn of Virginity. 
[t is, they ſay, a Membrane wrinkled with Ca- 
runcles like Mir:leberries, like the bud of a Roſe 
half blown 3 hence came the word Deflower. 

I think with the Ancients, that there is ſom- 
thing in theſe parts that diſttnguiſheth Virgins 
frac women, which is violated in the firſt Co- 
pula:ion: many ſay they have it: and we may be- 
lieve them. Foraitis certain that there is an al- 
ceration at firſt in Virgins which cauſeth pain, 
and bleeding which 1s a (1gn of Virginity. 

But what this 15, 1t 1s not yet known manifeit- 
ly. Some fay 1t 15 aneryous Membrane, with 
ſmall Veins which bleed ar the (irſt bout, Some 
ſay there are four Caruncles tied together with 
ſmall Membranes. Some have obſerved a fleſhy 
Circle about the Nymph with obſcure little 
Veins, which makes the Membrane not to be 
nervous but fleſhy. 

To be ſhore, I ſuppoſe it to be certain, that 
the part which receives the Yard 1s not in them 
that have uſed a man, as 1n Virgins, nor is it a- 
like 1n all ; and this hath cauſeth the div erſity of 
Opinions in Anatomiſts. Moreover this is nor 
ſound 1n all Virgins, becauſe ſome are very luſt- 
ful, and when 1t i1cheth rhey pur in their finger, 
or ſome orher thing, and break the Membrane :

The Cure, A Woman that marries too young, af er ſhe 
hath once conceived, and then ceaſed, muſt uſe 
Venery ſparingly, ti!l ſhe grow olaer, that ſte 
may recover the ſtrength ſhe loſt in ter 5rſt Tra- 
vel. Andif a woman marry at ripe years. and 
conceives no: by reaſon of the drineſs of her 
womb, let her uſe Baths, Fonier'a 19ns, and 
emollient Peſſaries. If ſhe conceive nor from 
weakneſs, ſtrengthen the womb, and let her not 
uſe Venery often. 

If Virgins be ſick from ſeed retained or terms, 
let them marry. But if there be a fault jn the Li- 
ver or Spleen, or the whole Body, thar may be 
increaſed by Venery, it is better that they be cu- 
red before they be married. And if they cannot 
be cured, let them not be married. 

If the Womb be diſtempered by Birth or a 
Diſeaſe, cure it as in Diſeaſes of the Womb. If tt 
be from a Mole or Flux of Blood, cure it as it 
hath, and ſhall be ſhewed.

CQuueſton 3. Whether may a Woman with 
Child be purged ? 

You muſt not give ſtrong Purges, leaſt their 
force which moveth the humors, ſhould reach to 
the Wounb, and caſt out the Child, Therefore 
you muſt not purge Women with Child in all 
Diſeaſes, nor at all tunes, bur only in the fourth 
month till the ſeyenth, and that ſparingly, and if 
the Matter ſwell and abound, as FJippocyates 
ſhews. For the danger from the turgent Mat-er 
is ealily avoided thereby : for it will be purged 
with more eaſe, then when 1t is fixed and quier. 
1, Therefore only purge in an acute Diſcaſe. 
2. From the beginning of the fourth only to the 
end of the ſixth. 3. Uſe no vehement Medi- 
cine, nor very bitter, as Aloes which 1s an ene- 
my to the Child, and opens the muuths of the 
Vetlels ; nor Coloquintida, nor Scammony,nor 
Turbith : but uſe Caſſia, Manna, Rhubarb, 
Agarick and Senna.

Queſtion 5. Whether is jt lawſul wo cauſe an 
Abortion to preſerve the Mother ? 


A Chriſtian may not cauſe an Abortion for 
any cauſe, for it is wicked : and the Gentiles in 
Hippocrates his time never allowed it, they 
would not hinder Conception, much leſs would 
they deftroy it when made, Nor mult the Mo- 
ther be preſerved by the loſs of the Child, For 
we muſt not do evil, that good may come thereby. 

But if to preſerve the Mother, the Phyfitian 
purge or bleed, and the Abortion follow, the 
fault is 10: in the Phylitian that intended it nor, 
but in the weakneſs of Nature and of the Child, 
and it is better to preſerve the Mother, then by 
negleRing the lawful means, let both die. Alſo 
the dead Child muſt preſently be thrown our. 


Queſtion 6. Whether are Clyſters, Diureticks 
and Sweats proper for 4 Woman with Ghftd 2 


Though Women deny Clyſters to them, yet 
if they have been uſed to them,they may be given 
in a ſmall quantity, ſuch as only mollifie and 
ſupple, nor do they more hurt then Lenitves. 

Diureicks or things that provoke Urin, are 
not ſafe, becauſe they provoke the Terms. You 
may not give gentle Sweats, for Nature will re- 


ceive ſtrength by the caſting off of her enemies.

A Feaver from milk, requires only good diet, The Cre. 
and ſweating muſt not be hindered, for it cures. 

That which ts from ſtoppage or diminiſhing of 
the Lochia, muſt be cured by provoking the af= 
cer-flux, or by another evacuation inſtead of it : 
as purging, bleeding in the foot to provoke the 
flux or by ſcarifying of the Thighs and Legs, 
aſter Cuppine, while the time 1s, that the ate:

They have Symptomatical Feavers ; alſo from 
inflammation of the Pleura, Jaws or Liver, be- 
cauſe ſome of the foul humors are ſent to ſome 
P:1vate part, and makes an inflamation to which 
the feaver 1s joyned, and the cauſes are as betore 
mentioned 

If there be a Pleuriſe, ſhe is in great danger. 
The queſtion 15 wherher the muſt bleed above or 
below, I ſay thus. Firſt, this Feaver 1s not pro- 
perly Symptomatical, bur priniary, and hath the 
1nflammation 1ts aſſociate, while Nature ſends 
part of the matter to the Pleura or other part, 

Secondly note, that Nature 1s 10 an error

Thirdly note, that the vitious motion of Na- 
ture 15 not to be helped theretore, which ſhould 
be done if you preſently open a vein 1n the

Fourthly, if the Pleuriſie be not abated by o- 
pening a vein inthe Ankle for revullion, but the 
Symptoms continue or increaſe, you mult not 
continue to open the veins beneath, becauſe they 
evacuate not from the part afie&ted, which 1s ne- 
ceſlary in ſuch a dangerous Diſeaſe.

cies ; for fleas and worms will not breed of tha: 
matter which breeds lice, fo it 1s in Plants. 

Heat 1s the helping cauſe which raifeth the 
ſeminal force, and biings it into at,and though 
the matter be putrid it doth not work upon it, 
but as 1t 15 ſomwhat natural. 

Excrements are not prefently putrid, bur 
there 1s in them a heat that can raiſe forming 
force, and though there 1s ſome putrefation, 
yet Is It: not fo preat as to hinder the aftion - 
hence 1t 15 that chi!dren and women thar are hot 
and moiſt have many Excrements that are lit to 
breed Lice. 

Some meats breed Lice, as Figs by their fat a, 
juyce which doth naturally tend to the Skin, Exim 
and varieties of meats, and not lenſing nor Oribeſan 
combing.
